LECTIJ RE ON TUG -‘ SUPERIORITY OF HINDUISM TO OTHER 
PREVAILING RELIGIONS.” 

(Ft on the National Paper.) 

The Lecturer began with defining Hindooism as the worship °of 
B rah nil or the One Supreme Being, whose knowledge and worship all 
the Hindoo Shastras agree in asserting to be the sole cause of .salvation, and 
)ther forms of Hindoo worship and the observance of rites and Ceremonies as 
preliminary meins for ascending to that knowledge and worship. For a 
knowledge of Hindooism, the lecturer said we must consult the Hindoo 



Scriptures, which are 1st the Srntis or Hie Vedas, 2nd the Smritis, 3rdj 
the Purauas, including what are called Itihashes, the Ramayana and the f 
Mahabharut, and, lastly, the Tantras. He said he can not include thei 
Harsh anas in the canon of Hindoo scriptures as they treat of philosophy 
and not of religitfn. He then gave a brief description of each of these! 
scriptures. He then proceeded to show the grosser aspect of llindooism,! 
namely lstly idolatry, lindly, pantheism, 3rdly asceticism and austere morti-; 
iication, -Tthly the system of ca»te, and proved that they are not sanctioned/ 
by the higher teachings of the mm-Yedic scriptuies, much less by the Yedic 
scriptures. The Lecturer then proceeded to refute the charges brought; 
against Hinclooism, lstly tliat it does not inculcate the necessity of repentance' 
as other Scriptures do : 2nd ly, that it dues not woisliip God as the Father 1 
and Mother of the universe ; drdly, that it dues not treat of Divine Love, : 
the highest point of development of every leligiou, and, Uldy, that it does 
not inculcate fmgiveness towaids enemies as the Chi istian Smiptures do. 
corroboration* of what lie said on the subject be cited innumerable texts’ 
from the Hindoo Seiiptures. The lceturei thou bhuvved the superiority 
of llimlouhm to otlioi prevailing religions in these icspects : — 

I. That the name of the Hindoo Religion u not derived from tliat 
of any man as that of Christianity, Mohammedanism or Duddhism is. This 
shows its inij^pemlent and tatholio chamcter. 

% 11. That it docs not acknowledge a mediator between the object, 
of devotion and the worshipper. The Hindoo vvoi shipping Shiva ot VRnnu 
or Duiga as the Supreme I'emf;. itv.ogim.c8 no mediator between him 
and the object of bis vvouhip The idea of Sable or piophet is peculiar j 
to tip; Shemetic religions. 

III. That the Hindoo woi ships God as the Saul of the soul, us 
nearer and dearer to linn than he is t> himself. This idea pervades the 
whole of IlindooLm. 

IV. That the idea of holding intimate communion with God even 
at the time of vvoildly business demanding the utmost attention of man is 
peculiar to the Hindoo Religion. 

V. That the sciiptuies of otlie t nations inculcate the practice of 
piety and v iitue for the sake of eternal happine-s while Ilindooism main* 
tains that we should vvoiship God tor the sake of God alone and practise 
virtue lor the sake of v iitue. 

• VI, That the Hindoo Scriptures inculcate universal benevolence 
while other Scriptuies have only man in view. 

VII. That the idea of a future state entertained by the ITiudoo 
Religion H v^ierior to other religions, as it allows an expiatory process 
to sinner*, by means of tiansmigration while Christianity and Moham- 
medaahm maiutam an eternal heaven and an eternal lull. The Hindoo 
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‘doctrine of a future state is also superior to that of other religions In as 
much as it maintains higher states of existence in consonance to the law 
of progress prevalent in nature. 

VIII. That lliudooism is prominently tolerant to all other religions 
and believes that each man will obtain salvation if ho follow* his own religion. 

IX. That Hindooism maintains inferior stages of religious belief 
in its own bosom in harmony with the nature of man who cannot but pass 
through several stages of religious development before being able *to grasp 
the Supreme Being. 

X. That the Hindoo maintains that religion should guide every 
action of life. It has bee^n truly said “that the Hindoo eats, diinks and 
sleeps religiously.” 

XL. That the Hindoo Keligion is of a \ ery coiripiehonsive character 
as grasping within its embrace all human knowledge, all civil polity, and 
ali domestic economy, impenetrating every concern of human li I e with the 
sublime influence of religion. * 

XII. The extieme antiquity of the Hindoo Keligion as existing 
fiom before the rise of history, thereby showing that there is # much in it 
which can secure a permanent hold over the mind of man. 

The lecturer then proceeded to show the especial excellence of Cyan 
Kanda or the superior portion of llindooistn .as testified i%its fdeas of 
the nature of God and of revelation, its disbelief in incarnation and 
mediation, its rejection of all ritual observances, the stress which it lays 
on Dhyan or the contemplation of God as transcen ling the inferior offices 
of prayer and praise, and its having no appointed time or place of worship 
and recognising no pilgrimages to distant shrines. The lecturer then showed 
that Brahmo Dhanna is the highest developed form of Hindooism, aifd 
as such is not distinct from it though it is at the same time entirely 
catholic in its character. The lecturer then said we need not borrow any 
thing from other religions The Hindoo Keligion contains like the Ocean 
that washes the shoves of India gems without number and will never perish 
as long as that country exists. The lecturer concluded with an eloquent 
exhortation to the audience not to leave off the name of Hindoo which is 
connected with a thousand sacred and fond associations.

A lecture, the mere title of which will startle a great many people ip 
England, was delivered in Calcutta last week by the minister of the Adi 
Saniaj, the elder body of the Brahmo*. * * * The leaders of this section 

of the BrahmoB are a highly respectable body of men, well-educatjd, generally 
;alm and thoughtful and thoroughly respected by all classes of their 
lountrymeu. The minister of this body startled Calcutta, at least the religious 
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part of it. by announcing a lecture on “The Superiority of Hinduism tg every 
other Existing Religion.” This was meeting Christians in* very Unusual way. 

The lecturer held that Ilindooisui was “ superior” because it owed , 
its name to no man ; bocmsc it acknowledged no mediator between God

and man; becausf the Hindoo worships God at all times, in business and 
pleasure, and everything; because , while other Scriptures inculcate tin* 
practice of piety and virtue for the sake of eternal happiness, the Hindu > 
Scriptures alone maintain that God should be worshipped for the sake of 
God alone, and virtue practised for the sake of virtue alone ; because 
Hindooism inculcates universal benevolence, while other faiths merely 
refer to man ; because Hindooism is non-sectarian, (believing that all faiths 
arc good), non-proselytizing, pre-eminently tolerant, devotional to an entire 
abstraction of the mind from time and sense, and the concentration of 
it on the Divine ; of an antiquity running back to the infancy of the human 
race, and from that time till now influencing in all particulars, the greatest 
uliairs of the slate and the most minute affairs of domestic life. 

These are some of the points insisted upon by the lecturer and many 
a long dev will it be, I fear, before we shall alter the people’s faith in 
these points which they can reason about as cleverly as any Englishman 
among our best, theologians here and with a sm prising p >wer of illustration 
% from the gey^ral history of nations. The lecture was replied to on another 
evening by the principal of the Fieo Church College, in the College Hall, 
and ho was met there by several disputants on the previous leeturci’s 
ground by whom his views were roundly questioned. This of itself will show 
how necessary it is to have an able and thoroughly educated class of men as 
miviouaries in India. The Christian lecturer (an able and gentlemanly 
scholar) claimed to include among the sacred books of the Hindus the Tantras 
( Dank amts ?). A young Hindu, writing immediately after, asked, Why, then 
do not Chiistiaus include among their sacred scriptuies the works of Duns 
Scot us and Thomas Aquinas ? Ho the point discussed what it may, it will 
not he doubted that in dealing with, such persons the only weapon oi the 
©lightest use is reason.

“ The history of the Hindu religion, although not traceable 
with chronological precision, exhibits unequivocal proof tlnqt it is 
by no means of that unalterable character which has been 'com- 
monly ascribed to it. There are many indications which cannot 
he mistaken, that it has undergone at different periods important 
alterations in both form and spirit. These are little heeded, have 
been little investigated and are little known by even the most 
learned of the Brahmans. Some have been pointed out by the late 
Hindu reformer Raja Ram Mohun Roy, but even he was unawgrt 
of their full extent.” Wilson’s Essays on the Religion of the 
Hindus, vol. II, page 44. 

“Upon this, however, seems to have been grafted sqme loftier 
speculations, and the elements came to be regarded as types and 
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emblems of* divine power, as there can be no doubt that the fun- 
damental doctrine of the Vedas is monotheism. ‘ There is in 
truth’ 4 say repeated texts, ‘ but one deity, the Supreme Spirit.’ 
‘He from whom* the universal world proceeds, who is the Lord of 
the universe, and^ whose work is the universe, is the Supreme 
Being.’ Injunctions also repeatedly occur to worship Him, and 
Him only. 4 Adore God alone, know God alone, give up all other 
discourse,’ and the Vcdant says, ‘it is found in the Vedas that none 
but the Supreme Being is to be worshipped, nothing excepting 
him should be adored by a wise man.’ It was upon these and 
similar passages that Ham Mohun Roy grounded his attempts to 
reform (lie religion of his countrymen, to put down idolatry, and 
abolish all idolatrous rites and festivals, and substitute the worship 
of One God by means of prayers and thanksgiving. His efforts 
were not very successful, not so successful as they might have been 
had ho confined himself to their legitimate objects; but lie in- 
volved himself in questions of Christian polemics and European 
po'kics, and intermitted his exertions for the subversion of Hindu 
idolatry. Undid not however, labour wholly in vain and there is 
a society (Tuttabodhinee Sobha) which although not numerous 
is highly respectable, both for station and talent, which professes 
-faith iw one only only Supreme God, and assembles once a week, 
on a Sunday to perform divine service, consisting of prayers, 
hymns, and a discourse in Bengalee or Sanskrit, on moral obliga- 
tions or the attributes and nature of the Deity. A leading 
preacher at those meetings, when [ left India, was a learned Brah- 
man, who was professor of Hindu law in the Sanskrit College of

^Ministration to idols in temples is held by ancient authorities 
infamous. Mann repeatedly classes the priests of a temple with 
perscttis unfit to be admitted to private sacrifices, or to be associa- 
ted with «on any occasion ; and even still, the priests who attend 
upon the images in public are considered as of a scarcely reput- 
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able order by all Hindus of learning and* respectability. The 
worship of images is declared to be an act of inferior merit even * 
by later authorities, those perhaps with which it originated, and 
it is defended only upon the same plea which has been urged in 
other times and other countries — that the vulgar cannot raise their 
conceptions to abstract deity, and require some perceptible object 
to which their senses may he addressed.

His clothing is of lightning to 
express that awful majesty which surrounds him : and his four 
hands are symbols of his strength and almighty power.”

Eusebius has assured us that the ancient Brahmans worshipped 
no image. Many thousands of them who are called Brahmans, 
Recording to the doctrine of their ancestors and their laws, do not 
shed blood, neither do they worship idols. 

Abul Eazel, who examined the Brahmiuical theology with the 
greatest attention, arrived at the same conclusion. “ They all be- 
lieve in the unity of the Godhead, and although they hold images in 
high veneration, it is only because they represent celestial beings 



and prevent the thoughts of those who worship them fit>m wander- 1 
ing.” Ayeen Akbery Vol. III. Revd. Garrett’s Bhagavatgita, 
Appendix. , 

“ The transcendent qualities of the Supreme Nature naturalfy * 
led to the contemplation of the universality of ijts manifestations 
The paragraphs which relate to this subject contain th u* Pantheism 
of the system ; which term is not intended to denote the vulgar 
doctrine of identity of God with the material universe, but that in 
every portion and phenomenon of it, God is to be realized ; in other 
words, that the universe is full of God ; that wherever we may go 
and on whatsoever we may think, there and then God is to be 
felt and recognized.”

“ There are they, however, who demur admitting all that may 
be said in relation to the truth and sublimity of Ilindooism, because 
of the practical and popular errors of the people. How can that 
system have aught in it, that is* good or pure, the advocates and 
professors of which are so corrupt and ^ unprincipled ( • Does not 
Hi ndooism patronize cruelty and oppression ?

Cato committed suicide ; and this after having read Plato’s treatise 
on the immortality of the soul ! Notwithstanding the encouYage- 
ment of the vices we have enumerated by these renowned men, 
their writings enjoin nearly every general duty presented in tin* 
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New Testament. It has been said that the dying speech of Cyius 
is far better fitted -to raise the tone of moral feeling in the breast 
of a f young man and to confirm his faith in the reality of moral 
distinctions than, the treatise on Moral Philosophy by Paley, though 
he was an archdeacon. That many of the most brilliant passages 
of the English Sermons were borrowed from Plato and Cicero and 
Seneca, is a well known fact. And who would not shrink from 
making Christianity responsible for the ignorance and corruption 
of its professors ?” Ibid. 

“Remarkable is the precision with which the immortality of the 
soul and its existence when separate from the body, is expressed in 
the sacred writings of the Hindoos, and not merely as a philosophi- 
cal proposition, but as a doc tri ne of religion. In this respect the

The Pviend of India describes m glowing terms the sacrifices 
made by the followers of the Christian religion— and the instances 
he cites are indeed striking. But we humbly maintain that Hin- 
duism does not yield to the Christian Religion in that respect. 
The ancient Munis and Risliis used to live in forests leaving all 
worldly comforts in a state of the greatest self-imposed poverty for 
the purpose ol prayer and meditation. The ceremonies of Agni - 
wayes ha or self ceremation, Prayaopavesh ana or fasting one’s 
j elf to death and P anchatapa or accustoming one’s self to the 
extremes of heat and cold by sitting in the midst of blazing fire in 
lummer aryl exposing himself to the snows in the time of severe 
vinter, performed in ancient times, testify to the sacrificing spirit of 
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Hinduism for the sake of salvation. Those who performed these 
ceremonies surely acted under an error but it must be admitted that ' 
they did them for the sake of obtaining God. Sati is another 
instance of such sacrificing spirit. Sannyaseeism is another.. It is 
no common thing to forsake all worldly possessions as Lalla Baboo, 
the hither of the late Raja Pertap Chunder Sing of Pikrparah, did 
and adopt the life of a mendicant. His was not a solitary instance. 
There are numberless examples of the kind. The Hindoo Religion 
is in itself a religion of self-imposed privations and a continuous 
round of hard and irltsome duties perfumed for the sake of obtain- 
ing God. The Hindoo Religion can therefore be emphatically 
called a religion of sacrifice. 

The Friend of India cites very remarkable instances of active 
benevolence which occurred in Christendom and which cannot but 
command our greatest admiration. There is however much of 
active benevolence in this country also but it is of an unostenta- 
tious character. Unfortunately there are no histories or ^authentic 
biographies of individuals who peiform great acts of benevolence 
or else we would have shown our esteemed contemporary that such" 
benevolence is not rare in India. We shall cite oidy one instance 
here which occurred within the sphere of our individual testimony 
and the particulars of which we doubt not the Editor of the •Friend 
of India will be able to ascertain by inquiry as the scene of oc-’ 
currenee lies within three miles from his residence. In the village 
of Connagur there was an orthodox Brahmin lady, the wife of the 
late Baboo Ram Chunder Chuekerbutty, who used to administer 
medicines to, and nurse with her own hand, children of the lowest 
castes, whom according to orthodox ideas it is a pollution to touch. 
At any hour of the day or night when her services were required 
by any person in the village or whenever she of herself came to 
'know that such services were required, she used to offer them* with 
the greatest alacrity and willingness of spirit. She used* to bathe 
as often ad^he touched any childien of the lowest caste, not'that 
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she had ajl abhorrence to touch them, but lest she infringed a reli- 
gious ordination.* Hers is not a solitary instance in Hindoo 
Society. Well may the lines of the Poet apply to members of 
that society. 

Full many a gem of the purest ray serene, 

The dark unfathomed caves of ocean bear : 

F all many a flower is born to blush unseen, 

And waste its sweetness on the desert air.

Wo revert to the article of the Friend of India on Christianity 
and Ilindooism. We shall try to continue our remarKs on it in the 
same fair and dispassionate spirit with which our contemporary 
treats of the question.

He is without form, beyond comprehension, and pyre. 

Tlie Ashtarakru Sanhifa says ; — . • 

He is pure, all intelligent, llie dearest of all, perfect, de- 
void of material (pialities and without disease. » *

The man of pure lieait sees in mood meditative God who 
is without form.

There is no vie** gnat i l tlrtm 
untruth. T ^is the Veda of religion. Therefore truth should 
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f not be extinguished. A single trutli being weighed against thou- 
sand Ashwamedhas , that one truth over-balances them all. 

■ The same book also says;— 

They, who do not commit sin in mind, word, deed and under- 
standing, ,are .the persons who really perform austerities and 
not those who dry up their bodies. 

That book further says ; — 

Do thou be upright in spirit. The resolve,to regulate the body 
is human. The resolve to be pure in mind is divine. 

The Friend of India says that the Hindoo Religion has not been 
able to produce men remarkable for self-sacrifice and disinterest- 
ed benevolence. We gave in our last issue an instance of such 
benevolence by a Brahmin lady for whom our contemporary very 
nobly expresses bis admiration. We shall in this article not cite 
individual instances but show how the whole structure of Hindoo 
society is based upon a system of most disinterested benevolence 
b causing sacrifice of personal comfort and indulgence for the good 
of 'others. The Hindoo Shastras enjoin that the “good house- 
holder should support his friends and relations — this is religion 
eternal/’ Following out such precepts, the Hindoo maintains his 
remotest relations, himself suffering the greatest privations. This 
has obviated the necessity of enacting poor-laws and erecting work- 
houses for the poor. It is for this reason that instances of star- 
vation are not heard of in ordinary times in India as in European 
countries. While on this subject, we cannot help mentioning here 
an anecdote of Sir Charles Napier while Coramander-in-Chief of 
t India. On hearing that a private in the Regiments used to remit 
some money to his poor old mother at home out of his small pay, 
he issued a public notice recommending such conduct to other 
soldiers for imitation. The Hindoo requires no such rep&jnder. 

The f'ol system of education, which is fast dying out for want of 
encouragement to Sanscrit learning, speaks volume' self- 
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sacrificing spirit of Brahmins. What hardship and personal dis- , 
comfort do they not undergo for the sake of feeding, clothing and 
educating their students without takiilg any fees from them or 
any other return for their labors! Under the burning rays of a 
tropical sun or through pitiless rain, on they go with a bundle on 
the back and a humble talipot in hand to the distaht pArts of the 
country to collect contributions for the support of the Tol. 

It is a misfortune to this country that such spirit of self-sacri- 
fice is disappearing ih contact with ideas which lay much stress 
upon the acquisition of money and individual comfort and ease as 
the principal end of life. 

The Friend of India has evidently misunderstood Baboo Raj- 
narain Bose in thinking that the latter meant to say that Hindoo- 
ism is not derived from any man but directly from God. What 
he meant to say was that Hindooism lias not been named after any 
Prophet or Avatar. The founders of the Hindoo Iteligiqn were of 
opinion that Religion is eternal. Heucd the other name of Hin- 
dooism is Sanatana Dharma or eternal religion. 

The Friend of India says that Ram wo cannot approach, but 
Paul we can. Does not Ram’s exemplary character exercise a 
grand salutary influence upon the moral character of Hifujpos ? 
His filial obedience, his patience under suffering, his conjugal $nd 
fraternal love, his spirit of self-sacrifice and forgiveness, his magnani- 
mity towards his inveterate enemies, his paternal treatment of his 
subjects and his extreme purity of character are looked up to by 
every Hindoo as model for imitation. The villager, hearing the 
affecting recital by our popular Kathacks of his magnanimous 
deeds, takes home the impression left upon his mind and is guided 
in his dealings with his fellow men by that impression. Hence it 
is that the lower orders of India are more sober, more temperate, 
more gentle, and more generous-hearted than those ofr Europe. 
Our wome^ ^rn lessons of sublime chastity and pious regard for 
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their husbahds from the example of the stainless and the peerles; 
Sita. 

, The Friend of India is eloquent upon the acts of Paul. Wei 
may lie be so, as he knows of no instances greater than Paul 
We would recommend him to read the stories of Prahlad an 
Dhruva in the Puranas. 

The Friend of India asks — “ What ? Catholicity in a faitl 
which 3plits human beings into grades the bounds of which canno 
be passed ?” The caste of religious intolerance is certainly wors 
than the system of caste as it prevails in India. The Hindoo doe 
not believe that any one who does not follow Hindooism will lx 
cast into eternal hell. His idea of caste is founded upon notions o 
superiority in piety and learning while the system of caste that pre 
vails in Europe is founded upon ideas of superiority in wealth am 
power. 

The Friend of India is mistaken in supposing that the bounds o 
caste cannot ^bo overstepped by a Hindoo. Tin* higher phase <j 
•Hindooism or Gyankamla rises above prejudices of caste. Brah 
macharies and Parambangsas do not observe it s rules. 

In making the above observations let us not be understood (ha 
we aro # blind to the merits which Christianity possesses. Put tint 
impels us to say that llindooism is superior to Christianity i 
spirituality and depth.

Rajah Bammohun Roy wrote in hia 
preface to the Ishopanis/tad : “I hope that, forsaking supersti- 
tions idolatry, they (his countrymen) will embrace the rational 
worship of the God of Nature as enjoined by the Vedas and con- 
firmed by the dictates of common sense.*’ In No. 2(1 of the 
Tal tumbod hint Pafrika , our friends will find an English article in 
which it is said : “The knowledge derived from tha source of ins- 
piration (the Vedas) deals w ith eternal truths which require no 
other proof than what the whole creation and t4io mind ot man 
ui iper verted by fallacious reasoning afford in abundance:’ No. 40 
of the same journal contains a letter ot Baboo Bebonder Natli 
Tagore published in the Englishman 25 * years ago, in which he 
said, that his religion is that, religion which inculcates, 44 thal 
4 among the knowers of God he is pre-emineut whose amusement 

is God, whose enjoyment is God, and who practises active virtue 
(Mundak Upanishad) ; that icligion which enjoins us 4 to immem 
ourselves in God, yet not forsake ad ions libel al’ (Swetaswatari 
Upanishad). In slant, that religion whose principles are eclioefftt 
by that of Nature, Human Reason, and Human Heait, and by tin 
sense of the wisest of all ages of all countries.'’ In abou 
US50, Mr. Mullens, a Missionary of the Church of Scotland 
having addressed a letter to the Brahmo Somaj enquiring abou 
its doctrines, the. Somaj gave a reply containing the folWinj 
passage : “The doctrines of the Bralnnos or spiritual worship 
pers of God, whom 1 presume you mean by 4 Modern Vedantiats 
are founded upon a broader and more unexceptionable basis tha: 
the scrip' ‘ -s of a single religious denomination in the eartlt. Jh 
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t volume of- Nature is opeti^ all, and that volume contains a Re- 
velation, clearly teaching, iri^trong and legible characters, the 
great* truths of religion and* morality; and giving us as much 
knowledge of our state after death, as is necessary for the attain- 
ment of future blessedness yet adapted to the present state of 
our mentah faculties. Now, as the Hindoo Religion contains notions 
of (rod and of human duty which coincide with that Revelation, 
we have availed ourselves of extracts from works which are the 
great depositories of the national faith, and which have the advan- 
tage of national associations on their side, for disseminating the 
principles of pure religion among our countrymen.” Baboo Raj 
Narain Bose, in liis recent lecture on the Superiority of Hindooism, 
said that Brahmoism is the Viswnjmiim or Catholic Religion as 
well as the highest developed form of Hindooism. 


From the above extracts it will be clear that, though recognising 
the Hindoo Shastras as the basis of Brahmoism, we have never 
undervalued I'Jiture and ^Reason. Hence it is not strange that 
^fissages of the nature, quoted from the Tattwabodhini Patrika by 
our friends, would have appeared in the columns of that journal. 
Though maintaining that Brahmoism is Hindooism we how to 
Truth wherever found, the Shastras themselves declaring the so- 
vereignty of Reason. They say : 44 Any thing reasonable is accep 
£gbl? though uttered by a child ; any thing unreasonable should 
be rejected as grass though uttered by the god Brahma (the reveal- 
er of the Vedas to man).” Judging by the standard of Reason, if 
we maintain that Hindooism is superior to other religions and 
contains every thing to satisfy our spiritual wants, we do not cer- 
t^nly say anything which is inconsistent with the principles of 
Thefem. 

We are sorry that our friends have given the public only one 
side of our views on Brahmoism as express! in the TattwabodhU 
gi PatrikcQ studiously keeping back from its sight the ^ other 
mjgii is its Hindoo character. The avowed object " r ‘ A ** “

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bodhini Sabha whose organ was the Tattwabodhini Pyirika was,- as 
appears from a report published in that journal,* “to sustain the* 
labours of the late Rajah Rammohun JRoy by introducing nmong 
the natives of this country that monotheistical .system of divine 
worship which is to be found inculcated in their original sacred 
writings in contradistinction to the multifarious pervorsions which 
they have undergone in course of time. ” In sucessive numbers of 
the Patrika down to the time referred to by our friends, this view has 
been invariably maintained. Raboo Rajnarain Bose, in a lecture 
entitled a A Defence of Brahmoism and the Bralmio Somaj” delivered 
by him at Midnapore in the year 1863 and published in the Pat- 
rika . , said that “ it would be a suicidal step to destroy the Hindoo 
aspect of the Soinaj. 1 ' In a discourse delivered by Baboo Deben- 
der Nath Tagore at the Bhowanipore Brahmo Vidyalaya or Brah- 
mo School eight years ago and also published in the Patrika , he 
said ; — 

“That religion which has all along prevailed in Indi^ has been 
now developed into Brahmoism. We c;ln obtain 'the best know- 1 
ledge of politics, arts, commerce, and military science from other 
nations but we need not at all take their help in learning religion. ” 

The character of the Adi Brahmo Somaj has been so essentially 
Hindoo that even Baboo Kesliub Chunder Sen, who has so« materi- 
ally diverged from its plan of reformatory action, coiijd not shakf 
off its influence after the said Somaj had cut off its connection with 
him. The truth of this statement will appear from the following 
extracts from his writings and speeches. 

“ Brahmoism is the legitimate result of the higher teachings of 
the Vedas.” (Lahore Lecture). ^ j 

“ It is extremely desirable to have a national church based hpon 
the religious tastes, religious instincts, and, if possible, the religi- 
ous traditions of a - A mn. Any attempt in this direction is 
welcome It centralises truth, makes it successful anti accessib 1 
to all, p y dds to it the many-sidedness of human nature.

gion is either .adulterated by foreign elements or dissipated and 
Washed out in abstraction if it is not dammed up by the peculiai 
bound<‘wies of national tliougjit and predilection.”- Indian Miror.

The intelligent reader will at once perceive that the last passage 
jis a reflex of the one already quoted from Baboo Debender Nautli 
Tagore’s discourse delivered at the Bhowunipore Biahmo Vidyjilaya. 

Our friends say: u Before tin* last decade the Calcutta, (?) Brali- 
mo Somaj believed with us in the superiority of Brahmoism over all 
other systems of faith and 'the consequent insuflicieiicy of Ilindoo- 
iura to lend men unt o salvation. To day our brethren of the other 
Samaj declare that not, only is Hindooism superior to all other 
creeds but it is Brahmoism by itself.” We say that Bralnnoism is 
Hindooism on the ground that Brahmoism is the highest developed 
lArm 61 that religion. Baboo Rajnarain Bose in bis lecture illus- 
tliitf idea by a striking simile. If we again see Ramclumdra 
Whom we once saw when be was five yours old, after a lapse of 30 
years, is lie not the same Ramchandr; stilly So though Brahmoism 
is not, in its entirety the religion of the Rig Veda, it has as much 
right to be called Hindooism as the religion of the Rig Veda, 
jplfhdoqism in its successive development, lias given rise to a religion 
which is Theism.
